REMARKS 

Applicants will address each of the Examiner's objections and rejections in the order in 
which they appear in the Office Action. 

Specification 

In the Office Action, the Examiner is requesting that certain amendments be made to the 
specification. Applicants note that these amendments were made in Preliminary Amendment A filed 
with this application. However, in order to advance the prosecution of this application, Applicants 
are making these amendments again. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102/103 

The Examiner also rejects Claims 1 , 2 and 5-9 under 3 5 USC § 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Kim et al. (US 6,204,081), and Claims 14 and 17-19 under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Okazaki (US 5,477,359) in view of Kim et al. These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

While these rejections are traversed, in order to advance the prosecution of this application, 
Applicants have amended independent Claims 1 and 14 to recite an edge portion of said inorganic 
insulating film that comes in contact with a bottom surface of said contact hole is taper like having 
an angle range of 30 degrees to 80 degrees from a horizontal surface. 1 

This feature was previously recited in dependent Claims 3 and 1 5 (which have now been 
canceled) which the Examiner objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim and would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicants agree that such a feature is not shown or 

1 The other claims are merely being amended to correct a minor informality therein and are not 
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suggested by the cited references. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that the independent claims 
and those claims dependent thereon are patentable over the cited references, and it is respectfully 
requested that these rejections be withdrawn. 

New Claims 

Applicants are also adding new Claims 20-36 herewith. Independent Claims 20 and 26 
include the limitation of an edge portion of said organic resin film that comes in contact with said 
inorganic insulating film has an angle range of 50 degrees to 90 degrees from a horizontal surface. 
This was the feature of dependent Claims 4 and 1 6 (which have now been canceled) which the 
Examiner objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim and would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. Applicants agree that such a feature is not shown or suggested by the 
cited references. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that these new independent claims and those 
claims dependent thereon are patentable over the cited references, and it is respectfully requested that 
they be allowed.
